Interviews Are Necessary 

the guidance process, personal interviews 
between the student and principal, student and 
counselor, student and home-room teacher, 
are essential for successful work. These inter- 
views are necessary for the direction course 
work and curriculum choices the educa- 
tional field. interview often helps deter- 
mine the cause failure. uncovers fre- 
quently physical, emotional, 
defects and deficiencies, which often un- 
noticed the larger schools, due the large 
number students and the seeming impos- 
sibility for the teacher know each pupil 
individually. 


The Records Needed 


The keeping records great impor- 
tance the school today. These records 
are generally cumulative form. They 
tain data concerning schoel marks, character 
grades, lateness and and information 
the background, environment, and family 
history the child. 

has been the writer’s experience, 
result discussion with many principals con- 
cerning record folders, that general dissatis- 
faction felt with the routine system 
record keeping. suggested record folder for 
each individual Catholic school system, sim- 


ilar the one described below, met with the 
approval most these principals. 

Upon entering the Catholic school system, 
durable and substantial cumulative record 
folder would supplied for each child. Nec- 
essary and sufficient data concerning the 
child’s parents, socioeconomic status, and 
home background, well information con- 
cerning the child: Baptism, First Holy 
Communion, Confirmation, illness 
occurring prior the sixth year (or age 
entrance), dates and classifications im- 
munizations, would recorded registration. 

The remainder the folder would 
divided into three parts: educational, physical, 
and moral. Under educational classification, 
space would provided for the recording 
all necessary grades and ratings during the 
eight years the elementary school. These 
grades would recorded semiannually. the 
end this scholastic record would appear the 
final marks obtained each subject. 

The physical classification would contain 
all necessary data concerning the physical 
status the child. The record the periodic 
examination the physician and the school 
nurse well the dental record would 
filed. Any serious illness occurring during the 
elementary school period would also re- 
corded. This data would correspond the 
health record which present use the 
schools. 

The moral classification would concern itself 
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with the formation the child’s character, 
behavior, adjustment, maladjustment. 
These factors should recognized and 
recorded least once each year. 

Upon graduation (or transfer) from the 
elementary school, this folder would pass 
the office the diocesan school board. There 
would carefully checked before sent 
the high school. this way, the possibility 
error and neglect would avoided. 
support such folder, one counselor 
commented: 


Some personality difficulties have their ori- 
gin scholastic failure the grammar school, 
reading disability may result feel- 
ing inferiority. Consequently, complete 
record would throw light high school 
retardation. This only one possible use 
such record. 


Causes Failure 


Failure costly. affects the child and 
society. the heterogeneous grouping the 
secondary school today, many children are 
unable carry the educational load that 
placed upon them the demands fixed 
academic curriculum. When failure occurs, 
the parent feels many cases that his child 
inferior that his failure reflection 
the teacher and her ability inability 
Many school failures are due, not 
mediocrity the child but poor school or- 
ganization and disregard 
differences. 

The common causes failure have been 
variously listed. They might summarized 
follows: (1) physical defects and emo- 
tional disturbances; (2) insufficient time given 
study; (3) poor study habits; (4) weak 
foundations knowledge; (5) lack mental 
ability; (6) irregular school attendance. From 
these might conclude that the, outstanding 
means remedy failure might classified 
as: (1) adjust the child courses, suitable 
for his powers thought and concentration; 
(2) foster desirable habits study. 


Remedies for Failure 


remedy failure, therefore. becomes 
prime requisite the guidance function. 
adjust the child courses suitable for his 
powers thought and concentration requires 
thorough and understanding knowledge 
the child. Interviews partly 
Kindly counseling, which makes the student 
aware his failure, and, likewise, sympathy 
with the environmental circumstances the 
pupil, which may remote but underlying 
factor, needed. Frequently, solution the 
failure found the reallocation the 
teaching personnel. Often student succeeds 
under one teacher and fails miserably with 
another. This clash personalities can 
eliminated better, course, the large, well- 
staffed school. 

The second suggested remedy for failure, 
namely, “To foster desirable habits study” 
will the following paragraph.

One the principal functions educa- 
tional guidance should that teaching 
effective methods study.

Experience amply 
proves that many college graduates have 
never attained it. Some individual teachers 
give valuable aid their pupils the forma- 
tion good study habits but many others 
little nothing this respect. The feel- 
ing growing that the problem learning 
how study cannot left entirely the 
subject teachers, and many schools spe- 
cial group has been formed order meet 
this particular 


develop these desirable study habits, 
many means may employed: (1) the super- 
vised study period; (2) the task the teacher 
to-make class instruction clear and interesting 
order stimulate desire for further 
study; (3) the use the library and its easy 
access during the entire day well after 
class hours; (4) “How Study” courses in- 
troduced into the freshman orientation pro- 
gram; (5) the use honor roll, medals, cer- 
tificates, etc. 

the general opinion that proper study 
habits are vital importance. Perhaps more 
could achieved the inevitable problem 
heavy teaching load could lightened and the 
class grouping could made smaller. These 
conditions, however, under present inadequa-

That these difficulties are 
demonstrated the report Woodring and 
Fleming. They declare that the following six 
difficulties are encountered the high school 
directing study and inculcating these nec- 
essary and vital habits: (1) insufficient 
edge and use the psychology learning; 
(2) difficulties making adequate assign- 
ment; (3) insufficient time teacher’s daily 
schedule for pupil diagnosis 
work; (4) insufficient information about indi- 
vidual pupils; (5) lack teacher preparation 
for diagnosis and remedial instruction; (6) 
inability teachers give training spe- 
cific study 


The Value Tests 


Since the development the first intel- 
ligence test the turn this century, the 
testing program both within and outside the 
school has grown leaps and bounds. Tests 
all kinds have been developed, planned, and 
administered. That these tests have value 
has been questioned. Some would attach 
them almost miraculous power for divining 
the capacities our pupils, others are scarcely 
willing grant that they have even the valve 
the paper which they have been printed. 
The ancients said that “in the middle way, 
stands virtue.” may say the same for tests. 

Tests, when properly administered, purpose 
obtain profile the abilities, 
achievements, and behavior the individual 
tested. That the results tests have been mis- 
interpreted, that their use frequently has been 
more abuse, cannot denied. These 
defects, however, not destroy their value 
completely. the hands capable admin- 
istrator, equipped interpret 
rectly, tests will serve very definite purpose 
education. 

the various types tests that have been 
constructed, the most popular 
the most reliable the intelligence test. The 
achievement, aptitude, and prognostic tests 
certain instances also have high degree 
reliability. Tests similar the Standard 
Achievement Test, divided for content 
mathematics, science, and language; and the 
various forms aptitude for music, 
art, and mechanical ability rank second im- 
portance the general intelligence test. 

The knowledge pupil’s character and 
personality extremely important the 
counselor. These traits, however, are the in- 
tangibles which cannot measured the 
same manner general intelligence apti- 
tude. While there are tests devised for measur- 
ing character and personality, they have very 
little value. This readily understood. 
seek measure moral values, external mani- 
festations internal actions controlled prima- 
rily the will. this situation, rating scales 
prove more suitable means for deter- 
mining character. Koos, Hughes, Hutson, and

posite judgment. They also suggest that 
five-point scale seems the best for any

Most schools regard tests definite aid 
the educative process. The test results are 
used aid determining the 
achievement and capacity. They serve 
index scholastic achievement. recog- 
nized, however, that while they are not abso- 
lutely perfect criteria, they have prognostic 
value, and they aid the revelation the 
weak points the choice courses, and they 
are value follow-up practices. 


The Goal Guidance 


Guidance not new, although recent trends 
and interests might have think so. Let 
also aware that guidance not primarily 
vocational, although the literature the guid- 
ance field appears weighted heavily 
this direction. 

Catholic educators, seek mold the 
“whole” man. This achieved, not making 
the student solely minded.” The 
overemphasis that phase guidance tends 
vocationalize education too early the 
training and formation the child. The em- 
phasis leaves him “one tracked” time 
when there imperative need for broaden- 
ing and widening his mental intellec- 
tual background. The child must grow not 
only stature, but also the power grasp 
the significance and the value general cul- 
ture and worthy use his leisure.

Common Abuse 


Now some teachers seem subscribe 
that same principle. They hold account all 
members class when one has failed. 
course, they don’t shoot pupils. But the prin- 
ciple taking vengeance the innocent, 
when the guilty are not immediately found, 
the same both cases. You know how 
goes. Some member class, maybe sev- 
have done something irritate the 
teacher. Unable determine the culprit 
once, takes refuge holding the entire 
class accountable: “Unless told who did 
that, all you will stay after school,” etc. 
variant this procedure call one pupil 
privately, and endeavor cajole force that 
one inform others. 

The practice demanding denunciation 
any kind case, matter how trifling, finds 
justification ethics moral theology. 
Theologians speak, indeed, the obligation 
reporting some rare instances. The doc- 
trine can summarized the following 
points: 

The fault crime denounced must 
serious. 

The crime must doing great harm 
others, the good name the school. 

The duty reporting one charity, 
and must motivated charity. 

The duty urges only reporting likely 
deter the offender from repetition the 
act, take away the danger the morals 
others. 

But the obligation ceases cannot 
carried out without acknowledging one’s own 
sin, incurring suspicion being officious 


Infringement Rights 
The obligation holds only another doing 
great moral harm. Surely such case occurs 
but rarely. Speaking children’s institutions,

The obligation holds, therefore, only rare, 
exceptional, and grave cases. such circum- 
stances the teacher would certainly also have 
right inquire. But demands for reporting 
school are mostly concerned with infrac- 
tions the school rules. what grounds 
could the teacher claim right insist 
reporting, with threat penalty for failure 
so? the children have obligation, 
how can the teacher have right? The mere 
fact the teacher’s insistence cannot set 
right where none exists. 

The matter cannot brought under the 
teacher’s general title authority. For that 
authority special preregative exer- 
cised arbitrarily the will the teacher. 
The rights individuals must respected; 
otherwise there injustice. There some 
reason fear that attempt make pupils 
perform police functions expected 
especially those who are not too sure 
their ability maintain order. they over- 
reach themselves. And their unwise efforts 
only serve respect their 
authority. 

Small children sometimes fail, least for 
time, see the injustice being made 
suffer for the faults others. They seem 
accept this practice one the necessary 
evils school life. happens frequently, 
they simply acquire thorough distaste for 
the classroom. That would bad enough. 
But there are other undesirable consequences. 


Temptation Lying 

When the entire group threatened with 
punishment for failure report, the question 
lying scarcely enters, though occasionally 
disliked pupil falsely accused. But 
individual called privately and told: 
know who did it! Tell me, who was it?” that 
individual usually finds himself kind 
dilemma. really knows, faced with 
the choice lying being branded 
informer. does not realize that 
actually not obliged answer all, since the 
question not legitimate. Nor has 
edge ability enough conceal the truth 
lawful mental reservation. either tell 
enters. toward the “heroic 
especially prevalent the adolescent.

And the teacher who insists de- 
nunciation others, when there such 
duty, setting the stage for series formal 
lies. 

loath inform others. even welcomes 
the chance. that disgusting specimen 
who seeks his own advantage currying 
favor with the teacher. When has done his 
reporting, and the teacher accepts with ap- 
proval gratitude, the seeds hate are sown 
the hearts the others. not unknown 
that the offender later beaten the alley 
after school. Whereupon runs whining 
the teacher, with exaggerated account 
the indignities and injuries has suffered. 
Further action the teacher’s part only de- 
stroys still more the affection and Christian 
charity that should prevail class. 


Bad Example 


Catholic school place where justice 
and charity should not only taught, but 
also constantly exemplified. matter 
fact, all the theoretical discussions these 
virtues will produce effect the lives 
pupils unless they have learned practice 
them themselves. The teacher’s example 
paramount. When pupils are old enough 
understand that demand for reporting, with 
threat punishment for failure, 
justice, they begin wonder whether justice 
important even possible. Doctrine 
denied practice. Why should they just, 
when they are unjustly punished? 

Once the teacher looked upon being 
unfair, much his influence lost. Pupils 
will tolerate considerable severity, long 
impartial, but they quickly lose respect 
for the authority one who considered 
tempt bolster their authority, some 
teachers descend the injustice demand- 
ing reporting, and thereby weaken the author- 
ity they really had. their fear insufficient 
power becomes sad reality. any teacher 
does not know how cope with classroom 
disobediences, ought humble enough 
consult those wise, experienced teachers 
who manage keep order without demanding 
“snitching.” will learn, among other things, 
that must forego the satisfaction know- 
ing the culprit the threat holding the 
whole group responsible the only means 
discovery left.

People are ready drop the old concept 
thinking terms miles and distance when 
they discuss space separating any two given 
areas. For modern airplanes have telescoped 
distance and caused think the fourth 
dimension, which time itself. The Atlantic 
Ocean longer barrier some 3000 
miles that separates the United States 
from Europe. When the airplane spans this 
ocean matter 400 minutes and man 
can travel from New York Moscow 
plane less time than can from New 
York Miami train, the world has cer- 
tainly shrunk size. 


Oceans Not Isolate 

This raises very important and peculiar 
question. know the world that 
shrinking size, the world which must 
live because there taking place destruction 
the barriers space the airplane? 
mankind now ready and willing undertake 
its obligations and live under the natural and 
moral law? 

Close your eyes and see for the moment 
you can visualize the world the way once 
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was the days when men lived the prin- 
ciple that they were not there their 
brother’s keeper. this world, specific, 
mean the traditional geography you learned 
school. You saw North America, then the 
Atlantic Ocean, and you traveled boat 
the East and arrived Europe. And you 
desired, you could continue your journey 
through Europe and cross into Russia, which 
you knew was two continents. And you can 
see the Pacific Ocean, with its long miles 
water, separating the United States from the 
Orient. These thoughts are really the concepts 
Mercator’s flat projection. You know the 
old saying about straight line being the 
shortest distance between two points. You will 
have make readjustment regard that 
saying. For longer applies the world 
which the airplane connects distant points. 
flying across from Washington Tokyo 
the shortest route not across the country 
San Francisco, but northwest through 
Canada and Alaska, skirting Siberia and thus 
reaching geographer would explain 
this telling you that the reason that the 
shortest distance between two points the 
globe not straight line but the arc 
great circle. you want picture the New 
World your mind’s eye, you will have 
forget the picture the world divided into 
eastern and western hemispheres. You will 
have see world northern and 
southern hemispheres. you this, the 
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North Pole area becomes startling reality 
and with seven eighths the earth’s land 
north the equator, the waters the world 
merely become excess matter and not barriers. 

With the skyways the highways this 
smaller world, several interesting influences 
can predicted. Cities which were important 
the past because they were ports will not 
necessarily keep this commercial importance 
tomorrow. Any inland city with suitable flying 
fields presents the possibilities port city 
for the airplane. 

have had the legal concept for long 
time that man who owns piece land can 
also, within limitations, claim owns down 
the center the earth and the sky.

truly correct picture our world. Map 
makers have been attempting reproduce the 
earth’s curved surface flat piece paper 
for centuries. one has succeeded ever 
will succeed drawing the world any large 
part flat piece paper accurately 
acrobatics. 

However, spite the fact that map 
any large area accurate every detail, 
shoud familiar with the various map 
projections order that may select the 
one which will create the fewest misimpres- 
sions. Following are the major criteria 
which map may judged for selection 
our schools.

Both the world maps and the regional 
maps for general use the teaching geo- 
graphy should physical-political maps. 

Physical-political maps should follow the 
standard color scheme show elevations. 

The colors the map should strong 
and clear that they may carry across the 
classroom. 

Miscellaneous Criteria 

The type the map should legible 

and clear for the significant features. 


The clear-cut, conventional symbols 
should used consistently throughout the 
map. 


The legend should complete with 
scale, symbol meanings, and type projection.

The Types Projection 

have said, the-only correct represen- 
tation the world the globe. flat map 
large area can ever correct true 
every respect. However, 
permit map come reasonably near the 
truth and thus avoid the creation false im- 
pressions the child’s mind. Since flat 
map correct representation the earth 
than one world map. Select first the map that 
conforms most nearly all the criteria listed. 
Then select the map which correct the 
one way which the first map was incorrect. 
For example, supposing you chose the Hem- 
isine World map; one can correct 
mental picture the polar regions from this 
map. Consequently, the purchase Lambert’s 
Azimuthal Equal Area maps the polar 
regions advisable. 

good wall map the world (1) 
equal-area projection. equal-area map 
each piece the land and water has the same 
area would have globe made the 
same scale. Equal-area maps give the child 
correct idea relative sizes oceans, con- 
tinents, and countries. However, equal-area 
map may seriously distort the shapes the 
continents. Hence map should judged 
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the other criteria also. Yet, unless map 
equal-area projection should used with 
care the geography work the early 
grades. all the maps commonly used, the 
one that departs farthest from being equal- 
area map the Mercator map. elemen- 
tary schoolroom should use map based 
the Mercator projection the basic world 
wall map. The Mercator projection respon- 
sible for myriads misimpressions the 
world among our adult population. Many 
special-purpose maps, especially those relating 
current events will based the Mer- 
cator projection. rule out these maps be- 
cause the projection which they are based 
grossly exaggerated foolhardy. Correct, 
instead, any false impression gained from 
them using good wall map. 

Another departure from the equal-area map 
found the world maps recently put the 
market where water areas have been shrunk 
allow land areas appear larger and there- 
fore more readable distance. the im- 
portance ocean sizes has not been im- 
pressed before this war, should 
certainly grateful for their actual size now, 
rather than their shrunken size depicted 
these world maps. Ocean areas are equally 
important the nations the world are 
land areas. wartime, the supplying our 
armed forces, the importing war materials, 
the U-boat menace, and many other factors 
are vitally affected the expanse the 
ocean areas. peacetimes, the maintenance 
peace and the shipping commercial items 
will affected the size the oceans. is, 
fact, the vast expanse ocean areas that 
critical. Even the ideal air age anticipate 
after the war, the movement materials and 
people plane will affected the areas 
the oceans which have spanned. These 
nonequal-area maps may have place for 
special purposes but they should not used 
basic wall maps the elementary and sec- 
ondary schools. The word “equal area” should 
appear somewhere the map, otherwise one

may well question whether the map truly 
equal-area projection. 

good wall map (2) avoids serious distor- 
tion. course, all wall maps will necessity 
show land areas distorted some degree. 
Two the maps which not distort land 
and water areas very much are the Inter- 
rupted Homolosine (Fig. and the Hemisine 
map (Fig. 2). Maps based these projec- 
tions have vertical north-south mid-meridians 
for most the continents. vertical north- 
south meridian near the center the 
continent results little distortion the east 
and west Constant use maps which 
show true shape conditions the children 


gaining correct concepts the world. Both 
the Interrupted Homolosine (Fig. and 
Hemisine (Fig. projections have meridians 
converging the pole, just they the 
globe and have parallels which are truly 
parallel the globe. not advisable 
early geography use maps drawn the 
continuous homolographic projection (Fig. 3). 
Though the homolographic equal-area 
projection distorts areas away from the 
center the map badly that map this 
projection cannot give child accurate 
mental image the world whole. The 
map projection Figure very desirable 
one for mapping small areas.

order add small special-purpose maps 
the same sheet. others, they may have been 
omitted because the concensus opinion 
about polar regions formerly was that these 
regions were insignificant our highly com- 
mercialized world. How important are north 
polar regions now our air travel Europe! 
Who can foretell how soon south polar regions 
may reach equal significance? world map 
must show all areas, land water, desert 
polar, for they all reach due significance 
effort understand the world which 
live. child early level his geog- 
raphy training can get true mental picture 
the world whole without the polar 
regions. But may permissible use such 
maps junior and senior high school levels, 
early map training has been thorough. 

The polar-projection maps have 
among special-purpose maps. Since north- 
polar regions are important now and are 
appearing newspapers and 
would wise buy one the cheaper polar- 
projection maps teach children upper- 
grade levels how read these maps. 


Types Projections for Regional 
Wall Map 

The same standards, which judge the 
suitability projection which world 
map for classroom use drawn, should also 
used selecting the projections which 
regional maps, economic maps, and blank out- 
line maps the world are made. these 
standards may added the desirability 
having all maps continents the same 
scale help impress the young mind the 
comparative sizes these areas. 


Symbols and Color Schemes for 
World and Regional Maps 

good map definite and clear. attains 
definiteness and clarity through wise and con- 
sistent use symbols. Each symbol should 
distinctive enough character avoid con- 
fusion with other symbols. Each symbol 
should clearly explained the legend. 

Physical-political world maps and regional 
maps and globes should use the standard color 
scheme show elevations, that is, shades 
green should used for the lowland areas, 
buff and varying shades brown for succeed- 
ing higher elevations. The colors the maps 
should strong enough carry across the 
average classroom. 

The type the map should legible and 
clear for the significant features. wall map 
not atlas and should not attempt 
show cities and features which are small 


size. Nor should map cluttered with 
names places minor significance. Con- 
sistency should the keynote the symbol 
pattern. Criteria size should used de- 
cide which cities, railroads, rivers, and moun- 
tains are put the map. These criteria 
should held throughout the map, whether 
any symbols appear certain places not. 
Thus some areas may almost devoid 
symbols due the fact that the features they 
represent are absent. But the absence cities, 
rivers, and mountains some parts the 
earth equal geographical import their 
presence other areas the world. 

The political boundaries should 
imposed the elevation color scheme. is, 
boundaries the map nearly correct 
possible. However, map not necessarily 
valueless boundaries have changed since 
was purchased. Superintendents school

learn, then, why man doing does 
involves the unchangeable facts about surface 
features. climate, and land and water areas 
shown the map, plus man’s political affinity 
and heritage. political boundary 
which has changed should not hinder the teach- 
ing geography, then, but could, fact, 
further for presents disconcerting data 
the child. The intelligent teacher recognizes 
disconcerting data powerful stimuli 
further study. 

good general- specific-purpose map, 
should avoid serious distortion, show all the 
area purports show, use the standard 
color scheme with strong colors that carry, 
use large and legible type, and consistent 
the use symbols. 


Maps for the Various Grade Levels 

The basic all-purpose map for the elemen- 
tary and secondary grades the physical- 
political map. “must” every geog- 
raphy classroom and should, course, 
selected with care. 

Usually real geography begun the 
fourth grade, although pregeography has 
place the third grade. sound geography 
course study graded. Gradation should 
observed the use the geographic tools 
well geographic ideas presented. The 
child’s first contact with the geographic tool, 
maps, should easy and pleasant. should 
not meet the complex physical-political map 
the world this stage. The first fourth- 
grade maps sould simple, showing just 
few symbols such land, rivers, and city 
symbols. slated globe aluminum globe 
showing only the continent boundaries and 
the oceans needed teaching fourth-grade 
geography. 

From the beginning the fifth year 
through high school, physical-political globe 
and slated globe must become constant 
part the geography classes. They are essen- 
tials. Slated aluminum globes are needed 
the teaching such concepts latitude 
and longitude, great circle routes, and trac- 
ing air and sea lanes. 

large physical-political map the world 
should every room from the fifth grade 
through the high school addition numer- 
ous regional maps that child studies 
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CONIC PROJ.

the various regions the world detail 
may see each region studies relation 
the world whole. 

The fifth, sixth, and seventh grades should 
supplied with physical-political maps the 
particular region regions they study de- 
tail. whatever grade the United States 
stressed, special-purpose wall maps should 
supplied. Special-purpose maps and blank out- 
line maps help much toward the development 
independent thinkers. The desk outline 
maps develop the technique using statistics 
plot data map and comparing one map 
with another. All this part the func- 
tion the development geographic thinkers 
who have sympathetic understanding all 
nations the world. 

The eighth-grade and the high school geog- 
raphy classes should, course, provided 
with the physical-political maps the world 
and each continent, and with maps 
showing the distribution resources, in- 
dustries, and population. One the basic 
principles with which geography deals the 
distribution people, industries, 
sources the earth and the underlying 
reasons for such distribution. Hence, such 
maps are essential gaining the afore-men- 


nations the world. 


Why Should Maps Standard 
Equipment Now Well 
the 

Government officials well civilians 
have suddenly become aware our universal 
inability read and use maps intelligently. 
Uncle Sam finds necessary spend mil- 
lions dollars educating our young men 
the armed services the use maps. This 
needless expenditure money for our edu- 
cational systems have already been paid 
this map education. 

Other nations have recognized the impor- 
tance keen and clear knowledge the 
geography their homeland and all other 
countries the world. They have stressed 
more especially the ability read map ac- 


curately. They have realized the importance 
maps war maneuvers and the noncom- 
bative years which will eventually follow this 
war. These other nations the world have 
always been dependent the outside world 
for raw materials and market. The business- 
men these countries needed sound geo- 
graphic training carry their business 
manufacturing and trading profitably. We, 
the United States, live country large 
and rich natural resources that have 
looked the outside world for but few our 
necessities. the world peace after this 
war, will longer able think 
terms the United States alone. must 
share our resources with less fortunate nations 
and must help create markets for the 
products other nations. This involves 
knowledge the world and ability use 
maps all kinds. Developing the basic funda- 
mentals map reading the function the 
school. good teacher geography can more 
easily supply the textual material her geog- 
raphy classes than the maps and globes needed 
teaching that subject. 

The administrators and teachers have big 
job before them, then, selecting maps which 
will help develop 
viduals with accurate concepts the world 
whole. Accurate concepts can gained 
only through the very frequent use globes 
and good wall maps judged the fore- 
going standards.

much alive. was not that kind muscular 
heartiness which often passes for aliveness 
that impressed all who knew Father McGuck- 
en; his was that more specifically human 
aliveness, that quick and constant awareness 
intellectual and spiritual levels. was this 
which most characterized the man the eyes 
his friends, his professional associates, and 
his many students. Because was much 
alive, Father McGucken was not only Cath- 
olic educator, was vital force Catholic 
American education. 


Genuine Leader 


vital force,’ that phrase here 
cliché; fits the man and his work. Those 
who worked with him various educational 
committees and those who listened his re- 
ports Catholic secular educational con- 
ventions knew that they were working with 
listening educator who had final 
concern with bare statistics, graphs, educands, 
but with what was behind these 
the person, the human being with mind and 
soul. Here was educator who could offer 
not only incisive criticism the work hand, 
but one who could offer positive leadership 
because knew the real end education. 
These professional associates, secular and 
Catholic, recognized his truly professional 
outlook. 

Another group will miss the vitality 
Father McGucken’s leadership our teaching 
Sisters. His best-known book, The Catholic 
Way Education, practically dedicated 
would have allowed that phrase read 
with secondary and wider extension. all 
the groups that came contact with him 
was the Sisters probably who were most 
stimulated his intellectual 
awareness. helped them understand the 
vocational possibilities that were theirs, and 
helped them actuate those possibilities. 
And did this not mere telling that 
they might get his doctrine rote; that was 
not his way. forced them think 
through step step for themselves that 
was longer just his doctrine; became 
their doctrine. Particularly are our Sisters in- 
debted him for his helping them avoid 
dangers inadvertent idolatry arid 
formalism. False images set secular edu- 
cators showed false matter what 
theological backing Dewey Russell 
might give them. And the positive side 
showed how Catholic truths were not just ab- 
Stract statements accepted reverently 
and then allowed remain sterile; these 
truths were the very blood and bone 
true education.

For this same steady and intelligent appli- 
cation Catholic truth the problems 
education his Jesuit brothers owe him much, 
entire generation them.

The Committee the Reorganization 
the School System the National 
Catholic Educational Association has made 
progress report that merits the serious 
study all Catholic educators. Those who 
are dealing with the actual problems 
school organization should discuss with the 
Committee the difficulties translating 
its proposals into practice and the practical 
ways applying its formulation prin- 
ciples the classroom. imperative 
that the final report should include specific 
knowledge all experiments reorgan- 
ization that have been made, whether suc- 
cessful not. The problem important 
that any contribution made diocesan 
superintendents schools, diocesan 
other supervisors, teachers, and particularly 
parish priests will worth while and 
should service the millions 
children and older persons Catholic 
schools throughout the country. 

hope have, the September issue 
major article the fundamental principles 
school organization which are basic 
problems reorganization. There are some 
problems that need discussed rela- 
tion organization which the present 
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report does not indicate will discussed. 
So, make assurance doubly sure, 
mention them. 

One fundamental question the nature 
and size the school district. Are the 
reasons for determining the parish district 
valid for selecting the school district? 
the number children the parish and 
the distances within the parish make 
practicable six-year elementary school? 

What the financing the parish 
determine support junior senior 
high school? Should the principle 
diocesan aids subsidies adopted? 
Should there diocesan school fund? 

These are questions which must dis- 
cussed any reorganization elementary 
education take into account realisti- 
cally the social situation. Let not 
thought that these questions not concern 
the heart quality 
education. 

must presumed that the present 
report mere sketch what will 
included the definitive report. may 
now note tendency toward 
gen which must translated into 
characterizations the Committee 
its work. The defects the edu- 
cational the report says, may 
summarizea little and too late.” 
said that: 

“These weaknesses and defects have 
been discussed and debated the meet- 
ings the Association, those the 
Executive Board, and the Executive 
Committees the different departments 
throughout its entire history, and much 
this material available the pub- 
lished Proceedings.” 

Obviously, only the rare person will 
ever the Proceedings search out 
this material. not reasonable ask 
the Committee make its list these 
weaknesses and defects, and relate the 
reorganization them, showing detail 
how they might corrected? not 
reasonable ask also, these subjects 
have been considered for years, what has 
been done about them? has the exposi- 
tion them merely contributed annually 
the inflation personality edu- 
cator who went back live with the old 
conditions? 

The report says that “there need 
any elaborate discussion the objec- 
tives elementary education.” But, you 
are going reorganize elementary educa- 
tion, not this the groundwork starting 
point? What are called the two paramount 
objectives are, according the report: 
(1) mastery the tools education, 
and (2) introduction the spiritual 
inheritance the race. The statement 
these objectives raises the question: When 
mastery achieved and when person 
“introduced” his spiritual inheritance? 
When the Committee has had more time, 
will, undoubtedly, discover the need for

more specific statement objectives 
which the reorganization can related 
well the “criteria and principles 
education.” 

The “criteria and principles educa- 
tion” themselves may have 
examined. The first principle 
formulated: 

“1. The American single system 
elementary school, high school, and college, 
open all with each level leading the 
one above, must 
improved.” 

What looks like the simplest fact may 
the “American single system educa- 
tion”? What commercial high schools 
and technical high schools, continuation 
schools, trade schools, private schools, 
and public schools? economic factors 
limit educational opportunity? Does resi- 
dence particular place limit educational 
opportunity? Does intellectual capacity, 
lack it, affect educational opportunity? 
not truer description the Amer- 
ican educational system call 
eclectic, multiform one providing wide 
ranges educational opportunity aimed, 
its ideal, reach all persons? 

Our purpose this time has not been 
discuss the report detail but raise 
issues which reflection and thinking during 
the summer vacation will, undoubtedly, 
help clarify. now, while the report 
its formative stage, that suggestions 
should made. will too late when 
the report finished. 

Every Catholic educator 
should get copy the Report, which 
printed the November, 1943, Bulletin 
the Catholic Educational 
Association, and send his comments, sug- 
gestions, questions Rev. William

sequently not discuss these here. 

Father McGucken was always the priest. 
All his activities were considered phase 
his ministry souls. His educational 
philosophy can understood only this 
light. His dedication educational work 
was raised the spiritual plane this 
fact. His educational theorizing was more 
the nature theology than philos- 
ophy education. This was his strength. 
All his service was service his God, 
whom his life was dedicated, and the 
reward the Gospel will undoubtedly 
his: “Well done, good and faithful servant.

During the past 
twenty years gradually they have been rele- 
gated minor and unimportant position. 
Suddenly there was demand for more 
courses for advanced courses 
for prospective leaders the services, for 
refresher courses for inductees. 

What will the reaction teachers 
mathematics now that the fairy godmother

will they find themselves, when midnight 
strikes, reduced their former rags and 
hurrying back their near oblivion? Or, 
all humility, will they examine their con- 
sciences and see which the former accusa- 
tions are sound and fair? Profiting this 
examination, they may recognize the present 
situation precious opportunity rectify 
mistakes and inject new life into their 
methods. Their pupils today, being the men 
tomorrow, will determine future educational 
policies. Haven’t you heard the wail be- 
ginning student geometry, “My mother 
never could learn math, father tried geom- 
etry three times. know can’t it”? This 
the time sure that won’t pass 
philosophy defeatism his children.

Now, 
they are faced with maze words from 
which they are select relationships that 
will yield equation. More than ever the 
teacher mathematics called upon ex- 
ercise patience her teaching she trains 
her class select carefully and organize 
relevant data. Her compensation will the 
knowledge that she has trained 
thinkers who will equipped solve the 
not-too-difficult problems their own lives.

not easy plan your work that you will 
not only arouse your pupils’ interest but also 
maintain after the novelty has worn off.

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Among the narrative poems taught the 
ninth grade, none more delightful than 
Scott’s The Lady the Lake. has ro- 
mantic appeal young people. filled 
with the clash martial arms, the unhappy 
course true love, the vengeance and mercy 
king, thrilling hand-to-hand combat, 
magic, bold and ruthless border 
chieftain. From adolescent point view, 
nothing out Hollywood closes with greater 
satisfaction: James Fitz-James Scotland’s 
king, who renounces his love for Ellen and 
pardons his imprisoned rival placing the 
golden fetters Malcolm Graeme the 
hands beautiful Ellen; while Black Rod- 
erick, the villain the piece, lies cold 
death. Most the poetry sustained, some 
parts are truly lyric, and, toto, has 
rhythm and force that not lost upon 
pupils. 

Although The Lady the Lake not es- 
sentially Catholic, Scott made ample use 
Catholic thought and Catholic practice. 
was too great artist not recognize the 
beauty certain devotions, the majesty 
Catholic ritual, the value Catholic phi- 
losophy daily life. While Scott, the 
Waverly novels, often debased his borrowings 
from the Church, found The Lady 
the Lake happier use such material. 
recognized habitual prayer, Mass, and the 
sacraments, well certain doctrines like 
grace and salvation; acknowledged the 
power the Pope granting dispensation for 
marriage; referred canonical hours: 
Matins, Vespers, and the like; and under- 
stood the position inmates monasteries 
and convents. wrote not unworthy hymn 
the Blessed Virgin. made use local- 
ities and edifices which commemorate ancient 
Scottish saints. And drew, the leading 
personages the story, characters whose 
Catholic inheritance unmistakable. 

Ninth-grade teachers Catholic schools, 
therefore, have admirable opportunity 
discussing with their classes those frequent 
passages The Lady the Lake which 
exemplify Catholic doctrines 
already familiar their pupils.

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Hence, printed outline maps, the use the 
pantograph, tracing paper, spite their 
evident advantages, should discouraged 
freehand drawing which elicits mental 
activity, and develops motor visual 
memory. 


The Method 


For the drawing historical outline maps, 
would suggest the following procedure.

Clinical Experiment Reading 


Sister Hope, F.S.P.A.* 


Donald and David are healthy, apparently 
normal, identical twins, now years old. 
Although they began school their sixth year 
and attended regularly their eleventh 
year, that time they were still unable 
read. 

When the twins entered school, the teacher, 
finding them not ready for reading, gave them 
special help. spite this extra attention, 
they were unable the end the term 
grasp the simplest words sentences. The 
second year, the teacher again gave the boys 
special attention but with better results. 
Each succeeding year different method 
approach was tried: sight reading, phonics, 
and the alphabet. times the boys seemed 
the point responding the efforts 
expended them; however, during the sum- 
mer vacation, they completely forgot what 
they had learned during the school term. 
College, Crosse, Wis. 


the age 11, the twins’ chances for 
learning read looked hopeless. Just this 
time their teacher read the article, High 
School Freshman Learns Read and Write,” 
The Education Digest December, 1942. 
Using this article foundation, she formed 
attempt teach the twins how read. 

The Van Wagenen Reading Readiness Test 
was administered. The results showed that the 
boys were not ready for reading. the word- 
learning test they failed completely. was 
evident that the first step the clinical treat- 
ment was train them accurate perception 
and memory forms. The training was ac- 
complished through the use geometric 
forms. Each child had set his own, cut 
from cardboard. 

first only one form time was ex- 
posed for one tenth second; the boys 
were asked match with their own samples. 
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After the boys were able reproduce each 
form correctly, two geometric forms were 
shown for the same length time. boys 
were expected lay out their forms the 
exact position that the two patterns 
exposed. was surprising see that the 
twins reproduced even the simplest forms 
positions different from those the models. 
They could not see that their forms did not 
match the position the model until the 
difference was pointed out them. After 
series training periods lasting half hour 
daily, the twins could finally reproduce cor- 
rectly two forms time. 

this stage progress, the teacher gave 
the twins letters cut from alphabet cards. 
Each child had his own set letters placed 
row before him. The teacher exposed 
single letter for one tenth second. The 
boys matched it. This process matching 
was continued until the boys could produce 
letters with relative ease and accuracy. The 
teacher then exposed two-letter word, go, 
for one tenth second. The twins, with 
their own letters, formed the word correctly. 
Their success forming the word was most 
satisfying experience. proved that the use 
the geometric forms had trained the boys 
visualize correctly, and after correct visualiza- 
tion, place the letters proper position. 

The time had come for the next step the 
procedure. The teacher told the boys that the 
two letters lying side side formed little 
word. Did they want know what the word 
said? Happy over their success, the twins were 
eager know. They were told. Then the 
teacher, order ascertain whether not 
they associated the word with its meaning, 
questioned the boys. They were able 
respond with simple sentence which the 
word was used. 

like manner, other two-letter words such 
or, is, it, up, to, in, we, my, am, he, an, 
oh, and were taught. took about three 
weeks for the boys master these words. 
this time Donald and David could more 
than reproduce words correctly from patterns: 
they could construct words the teacher’s 
request. Most encouraging was the fact that 
they actually knew the names the words 
and could use the words sentences. 

The instructor then resumed the use the 
geometric forms, exposing sets three 
time preparation for the learning three- 
letter words. She followed the same procedure 
that used preparing for two-letter words. 
this way the following words were taught: 
and, are, big, can, dog, for, fun, hop, how, one, 
run, ran, saw, the, she, two, its, you, him. 

was encouraging see the children 
progress, although they progressed slowly; 
was evident that this method would not 
serve teaching all the words needed. 
further venture, the teacher made attempt 
have the boys associate sound with the 
printed letter using words already learned. 
She directed attention first the phonetic 
elements beginning with the words and 
my, see whether not the boys noted the 
similarity sound the beginning words 
having the same initial letters. They could 
detect nothing. Then the teacher noticed that 
the ending words seemed make more 
impression the boys. She placed the 
word dog before them and asked them pro- 
nounce it. She then asked them sound the 
letter The next step was say “dog” 
and then the letter immediately after it. 
their surprise, they had learned how 
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known word. was easy matter now 
add the “s” the words they already knew; 
for example, can-s, hop-s, see-s. Only after the 
children had added the letter the end for 
some time did they, with the help the teach- 
er, make the discovery that placed before 
“and” made “sand,” “h” before made 
“hand,” etc. 

Donald and David now progressed steadily, 
building their reading vocabularies about 
hundred words the end the school 
year. They read quite fluently short sentences 
made known words. Here are some 
the sentences they could read: 


can see man. 

See the fat dog. 

See how can run. 

hands are the sand. 

can run the sand. 

fun sit the big mat. 

Can you see the big ham the pan? 


Much kindness, encouragement, and patient 
drill were required bring the boys this 
stage reading. The real test the value 
the experiment was made duing the third week 
July when the twins were called school 
demonstrate their reading abilities. Con- 
trary the experiences preceding years, 
the boys read without help lists sentences 
composed the words they had learned and 
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few other words which they were en- 
couraged decipher phonetically. 

Since the boys were eager continue read- 
ing, they were given copies the old Beacon 
Primer. This book was selected because has 
large number words that can attacked 
phonetically. 

When school opened last September, the 
boys came with their books, eager read for 
their new teacher. With half hour special 
help daily, they are continuing gain power 
mastering new words. They are happy 
their success. Their ability read has influ- 
enced their general attitude toward school- 
work. They have learned write and spell. 
Thus far the spelling lessons have not included 
words more than three letters. Interest 
numbers, which was out the question until 
recently, has also developed, and now the boys 
can recognize numbers one two digits. 
They can add single columns three five 
addends and subtract with surprising accuracy. 
course, they are slow and make use 
counting instead memorized combinations 
except when the numbers are very small. 

The purpose presenting this article not 
suggest new method teaching reading. 
Much has been done perfect our reading 
methods, yet the number failures each year 
seems indicate that there one best 
method for all children. While the average 
child succeeds with ordinary helps, exceptional 
cases, like that the twins, present definite 
problem the teacher who must vary her 
procedure until she reaches solution.

When first introduced the orchestra, each 
pupil may permitted select the instru- 
ment prefers. Still, grouping the orches- 
tra, essential that good balance 
achieved. Each child should taught play 
every type instrument, and take the re- 
sponsibility leadership some time during 
the school term. The alert teacher will note 
those pupils who experience difficulty well 
those who handle individual instruments 
more deftly. She may use this knowledge ad- 
vantageously when full orchestration finally 
achieved. 

the toy orchestra contribute 
music appreciation the pupils, nec- 
essary select instruments good quality. 
True rich tones cannot obtained from 
cheap instruments. Beauty tone, being ab- 
solutely essential the love and 
music, must the desired goal the in- 
dividual and the orchestra. 

Suitable compositions are played first the 
phonograph for the pupils. The selections 
should ones that contain strong and very 
pronounced rhythmic accent —the objective 
the toy orchestra.

encountered the schools Lancaster, Pa., 
the Guidance Clinic this city providing 
individual and small-group instruction read- 
ing, based upon understanding the 
sounds letters. cooperation with the 
Clinic, certain teachers Sacred Heart 
Academy, together with instructors from the 
public schools, volunteered their services for 
the summer tutoring children retarded 
reading and spelling.
